Orders for the evacuation were accompanied by 
the following instructions: "In reply to comments about the evacuation from 
China of dependents of Soviet officials, it should be stated that the children

recalled because he is not a Party member. He claimed that he had waited three 
years to coma out from the USSR, only to be recalled after three months. Stolbov 
is a Party member. 


Se Mikhail Sergeyev, who arrived on 20 April on the Smolny, is the new chief account 
ant for Torgpredstvo, China. He and the superintendent of the Nanking office of 
+orgpredstvoe left Shanghai on 21 April with their wives for Nanking. They were 
accompanied by Eugen Feodorovich Sharev, employee of the Shanghai Torgpredstvo 
office.
